Noise Of Jet 
Sweet Music 
In Atom Era 


(Note: This is the third of a series of discussions on how 
our ‘ defensive forces are prepared to protect the U. S. A. 
from atomic assault. The fourth and last will appear tomorow.)

If you are easily disturbed by noise—big noise, 
that is— learn to relax and enjoy it. 
Chances are it will get louder as larger, faster 
and more efficient jet planes are produced, whether 
they be military or commercial, and neither science 
nor technology has actually discovered much to do 
about it. 


You’ve been hearing the blasting roar of low- 
cruising jet interceptors and fighters over Lower 
Bucks county. You’ve even heard a sonic boom or 
so in the past few months.

If you have lived in close proximity to an Air 
Force base you’ve had a real earful. And of course 
those folks near the commercial airports won’t have 
difficulty, a year or so hence, distinguishing between 
the sleek jet liners and the “old-fashioned’* recipro- 
cal-engine planes. 


We’ve conditioned our nervous systems to a lot 
of things since the advent of the atomic era. 
Noise of jet turbines is merely something else 
w e’ll have to become accustomed to. 
The Welcome Symphony 


In a large sense the sound of a squadron of 
Convair F-102A supersonic Delta Daggers spring­ 
ing from runways to the skies is a symphony of 
sweet music. 
It is especially sweet when you try to imagine 
how completely ghastly and fatally shattering would 
be the sound of an A-bomb triggered over Philadel­ 
phia or New York or any one of a dozen important 
cities along the coastal area. 
That s much the way our military people feel 
about it.

Stop At Midnight 


The end of the nine * hour riot 
cam e at 12.01 a. rn. rn.s t when 
the angry inm ates, calm ed by the 
assurances of Atty. Gen. F orrest 
Anderson, agreed to halt the dis­ 
turbance. 
Ringleaders of the riot released 
the last five of eight guards they 
had held as hostages. The men 
were haggard from their ordeal 
but otherwide unharm ed.

w arned over loudspeakers set up 
in windows of a captured cell­ 
block that if the National G uard 
were sent in “ We’ll throw out bod­ 
ies (of guards).” 
Anderson told the rioters after 
a truce talk that “ as a m em ber 
of the board I will see that the 
prison board does w hatever is pos­ 
sible to right any of the wrongs 
which exist within or without th* 
prison. 
“ You can be assured that the 
attorney general’s office will m ake 
a separate investigation of the 
problem s that exist here in th* 
p en iten tiary ” 
At the state capitol in Helena, 
however, Republican Gov. J. Hugo 
Aronson v i e w e d the situation 
somewhat differently from the De­ 
m ocratic attorney general, 
Aronsen said he was “ extrem ely 
happy that all the hostages have 
been released and that the n o t 
has apparently been halted.” 
But he stressed that “ as gov­ 
ernor I have m ade no concessions 
to any of the convicts.”

We'll have to get used to it.” 
In discussing the problem of noise the other 
day at the general headquarters of the Continental 
Air Defense Command at Colorado Springs. Col. H. 
W. 
Shoup, 
doughty, 
plain-speaking 
director 
of 
CONAD'S Combat Operations Center, said: 
“When you cut noise from our jet planes, you 
rut thrust and efficiency. Noise suppressors aren't 
and won’t be practical because they have the effect 
of reducing a plane’s overall capability in power and 
speed.'’ 


People Excited Over 


Not incuriously, a lot of communities of the 
nation— especially those in or near which military 
air installations are located— have gotten themselves 
excited about what they consider excessive noise. 
People have wired and written their congress­ 
men. And congressmen, being what they are. have 
done a lot of complaining. 
The Continental Air Defense Command and its 
components, the Army, the Air Force and the Navy, 
have responded with considerable intelligence. There 
isn’t the slightest propensity for reducing noise. 
Rather there has evolved a broad program of edu­ 
cating communities and their civilians.

In this connection Col. Shoup says: 
“ We’ve got to give people an opportunity to 
understand that jet noise and sonic booms go hand- 
in-hand with adequate air defense against a possi­ 
ble Russian A-Bomb. 
“We certainly can’t move our air bases away 
from communities we've got to protect. That would 
be as ridiculous as moving a town’s fire department 
to an isolated part of the country. 
“And even if it were practical to isolate our 
installations we’d have the same problem. Air bases 
are huge installations with great numbers of per­ 
sonnel. Anywhere we would move we would find a 
community growing up around us.” 


Towns Now Preconditioned 


As the result of this noise problem, the military 
is preconditioning communities before establishing 
new installations. 
Where bases now exist and where they are be­ 
ing expanded to accommodate the growing family of 
CONAD’s air defense weapons such as the “Delta 
Dagger,” the “Saberjet”, the “Scorpion", and the 
“ Starfire,” the Air Force is making friends and in­ 
fluencing people through a program of practical 
public and community relations which persuades 
people that perhaps adequate air defense is some­ 
thing the country must have after all. 
These more perceptive attitudes of GONADS 
components are paying off. 
Civilian complaints are falling off at a most 
gratifying rate and congressmen are being compelled 
to find other causes in behalf of their constituencies. 


We Can Shape The Future 


We spent several days with top echelon people 
of the Continental Air Defense Command at Colo­ 
rado Springs and San Diego, Cal. 
We’re rather well convinced that if the nation 
could be exposed for an hour or so to the atmos­ 
phere in which these Air Defense officers and per­ 
sonnel operate with highly dedicated purpose, resis- 
tenee to such an inconsequential factor as that of 
“ noise” would be quickly dissipated.

Col. Shoup said it bluntly and grimly: 
• “The pressing requirement is that the public 
fully understands developing air power is develop­ 
ing our best possible defense. 
“Let’s look ahead a bit. 
“Ten >ears from now we could be getting our­ 
selves slowly and tragically adjusted to Russian rule 
and slavery, 
“Ten years from now we could be standing 
victorious on this side of the Atlantic, helping re­ 
habilitate a great part of the world in ruins as the re­ 
sult of atomic warfare. 
“Ten years from now we could be living in 
peace and prosperity in a global family looking for­ 
ward to nothing but further realization of man s 
highest aspirations.” 
The colonel left little doubt that what the fu­ 
ture brings depends to an infinite degree on how 
well we are prepared to prevent that very first A* 
bomb balloon.
